BUSINESS CONDITIONS QBTTINQ 
NORMAL AGAIN IN ARQINTINA 
WASHINGTON, Dec. II. — The 


economic disturbances fiat prevailed 
for a time in the Argentine republic a* 
a result of the European war appar- 
ently have passed their most serious 
stage, according to consular advices 
from that country received by the de- 
partment ot commerce here. 


Up to this time Important commer- 


cial transactions were very much re- 
stricted, notwithstanding the tact that 
the banks were, In theory at least, 
conducting their regular business. 


The restriction -was due to the ex- 


istence of the moratorium, the clos- 
ing of tbe conversion office, the high 
Insurance rate on vessels and cargoes, 
and the high rate ot exchange de- 
manded for drafts. 


The resumption of meat exports, 


however, and the increasing shipping 
facilities has greatly relieved the 
tension recently and business men 
generally believe that the worst is 
over. Restoration of more 
normal 


conditions is expected to follow speed- 
ily upon the nenewal of cereal exports, 
as there is every reason to believe 
that increased sales of these products 
immediately will place in circulation 
the large amount of 'funds which are 
needed to overcome the present strin- 
gency of the money market

OF ALASKA." 


'WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.-Consld- 
erable interest Is being manifested 
here in the proposal of Representative 
Frank o. Smith of Maryland for the 
cession to Canada of what la known 
as the Panhandle of Alaska by the 
United States government. 


This transfer of a vast tract of ter- 


ritory is provided in Mr. Smith's Joint 
resolution 375, offered in the house on 
October 16, 1914. 


The Panhandle of Alaska is a strip 


of land extending southward along the 
Pacific coast from Alaska, which cuts 
off Canada from the seaboard. 
It is 


536 miles long. Representative Smith 
points out that if Canada owned a 
strip of land extending down the At- 
lantic coast line of the United States 
oar cities would be cut off from the 
seas as far down as Philadelphia. 


Canada is eager to make some ar- 


rangement with the United 
States 


•whereby she may got this strip of land 
but so far the United States has made 
no move to alter the situation. Rep- 
resentative Smith says and 
he de- 


clares, that the American attitude is 
ungentleinanly. 


The concessions whMi the Dominion 


of Canada is willing to make to the 
United States, according to Repre- 
sentative Smith, are numerous. For 
nstance, Smith says that 
Canada 


would be glad to pay the United States 
50,000,000 for the Alaskan Panhandle. 
The United States only paid $50,000,- 
00 to Russia for the whole vast ter- 
itory of Alaska, and 
the 
Alaskan 


'anhandle is a mere fraction of the 
entire holding. 


Another concession which Canada 


would make for the Panhandle is the 
ransfer of a strip of Yukon territory 
which would enable the United Stales 
o build a railway through the terri- 
ory which would not be blocked by 
now in winter. 
Still another deal, according to Mr. 


Smith, would be an 
arrangement 


whereby the United States would re- 
eive from Canada a right of way 
cross the Dominion, permitting this 
overnment to build a railroad from 
he states to Alaska.

THINK CONGRESSIONAL INVEST! 


GATION OF COUNTRY'S MEANS 


OP DEFENSE WILL RESULT IN 


PEOPLE'S SPEEDY ACTION. 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
18.—Army 


and navy officers are rejoicing that 
the facts regarding the two branches 
of the national defense are to be 
placed before the American people in 
the investigation which will be made 
by the present congress. 


"It will focus the attention of the 


public on the facts which ought to be 
known," they say. "When the facts 
are known, action will be forthcom- 
ing." 


There will be no attempt on the 


part of service officials to sensation- 
alize the tacts in the case, or to make 
it appear that the United States is 
spending nearly half a billion dollars 
a year on the army and navy without 
getting any return for It. 


What they will attempt to point out 


is the fact that certain sweeping re- 
forms should be made in the conduct 
of both the army and navy which will 
make them more effective and service- 
able. The abolition of several score 
of useless army posts and the elimina- 
tion of nearly half a dozen navy yards 
are the main things to be aimed at 
This is the first step in bringing about 
new conditions In the army and navy. 
Congress always has proved the bar- 
rier that has blocked these reforms in 
the past. There is no evidence that, 
even in the lace ol the revelations 
which the Gardner inquiry probably 
will make, that congress -will be con- 
verted to the "new idea" in the near 
!uture.

France, Italy, Germany and Aus- 


tria, have also added ski-corps 
to 


their armies and it. is largely by the 
help of this contingent that commu- 
nications are kept open hi the Black 
Forest during severe winters. 


Russia, too, has a thoroughly effi- 


cient ski army, while Britain is the 
one European power of consequence 
that has had no use hitherto for a ski 
contingent. It, however, such a corps 
is needed for winter use during the 
present war the thousands of winter 
sportsmen who migrate to Switzer- 
land annually for this purpose, should 
be right there when the call comes.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS QBTTINQ 


NORMAL AGAIN IN ARQINTINA 
WASHINGTON, Dec. It. — The 


economic disturbances fiat prevailed 
for a time in the Argentine republic as 
a result of the European war appar- 
ently have passed their most serious 
stage, according to consular advices 
from that country received by the de- 
partment ot commerce here. 


Up to this time Important commer- 


cial transactions were very much re- 
stricted, notwithstanding the fact that 
the banks were. In theory at least, 
conducting their regular business. 


The restriction was due to the ex- 


istence of the moratorium, the clos- 
ing of the conversion office, the high 
Insurance rate on vessels and cargoes, 
and the high rate of exchange de- 
manded for drafts. 


The resumption of meat exports, 


however, and the increasing shipping 
facilities has greatly relieved the 
tension recently and business men 
generally believe that the worst is 
over. Restoration of more normal 
conditions is expected to follow speed- 
ily upon the nenewal of cereal exports, 
as there is every reason to believe 
that increased sales of these products

REPRESENTATIVE FROM MARY- 


LAND WANTS TO LET OUR 


NEIGHBOR HAVE "PANHANDLE 


OF ALASKA." 


' WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Consid- 
erable interest Is being manifested 
here in the proposal of Representative 
Frank O. Smith of Maryland for the 
cession to Canada of what la known 
as the Panhandle of Alaska by the 
United States government. 


This transfer of a vast tract of ter- 


ritory is provided in Mr. Smith's Joint 
resolution 375, offered in the house on 
October 16, 1914. 


The Panhandle of Alaska is a strip 


of land extending southward along the 
Pacific coast from Alaska, which cuts 
off Canada from the seaboard. 
It is 


536 miles long. Representative Smith 
points out that if Canada owned a 
strip of land extending down the At- 
lantic coast line of the United States 
oar cities would be cut off from the 
seas as far down as Philadelphia. 


Canada is eager to make some ar- 


rangement with the United 
States 


•whereby she may got this strip of land 
but so far the United States has made 
no move to alter the situation. Rep- 
resentative Smith says and 
he de- 


clares, that the American attitude is 
ungentletnanly. 


The concessions whMi the Dominion 


of Canada is willing to make to the 
United States, according to Repre- 
sentative Smith, are numerous. For 
Balance, Smith says that 
Canada 


would be glad to pay the United States 
150,000,000 for the Alaskan Panhandle. 
The United States only paid $50,000,- 
000 to Russia for the whole vast ter- 
ritory of Alaska, and 
the 
Alaskan 


Panhandle is a mere fraction of the 
entire holding. 


Another concession which Canada 


would make for the Panhandle is the 
ransfer of a strip of Yukon territory 
which would enable the United Stales 
o build a railway through the terri- 
ory which would not be blocked by 
snow In winter. 


Still another deal, according to Mr. 


Smith, would be an arrangement 
whereby the United States would re- 
ceive from Canada a right of way 
across the Dominion, permitting this 
government to build a railroad from 
he states to Alaska.

CATION OF COUNTRY'S MEANS 


OF DEFENSE WILL RESULT IN 


PEOPLE'S SPEEDY ACTION. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Army 


and navy officers are rejoicing that 
the facts regarding the two branches 
of the national 
defense are to be 


placed before the American people in 
he investigation which will be made 
by the present congress. 


"It will focus the attention of the 


public on the facts which ought to be 
known," they say. "When the facts 
are known, action will be forthcom- 
ng." 


There will be no attempt on the 


part of service officials to sensation- 
alize the tacts in the case, or to make 
t appear that the United States is 
spending nearly half a billion dollars 
a year on the army and navy without 
getting any return for it. 


What they will attempt to point out 


s the fact that certain sweeping re- 
orms should be made in the conduct 
of both the army and navy which will 
make them more effective and service- 
able. The abolition of several score 
of useless army posts and the elimina- 
ion of nearly half a dozen navy yards 
are the main things to be aimed at 
This is the first step in bringing about 
new conditions in the army and navy. 
Congress always has proved the bar- 
rier that has blocked these reforms in 
he past. There is no evidence that, 
even in the face of the revelations 
which the Gardner Inquiry probably 
will make, that congress will be con- 
certed to the "new idea" in the near 
uture.
